tain vigils” in other stores. 
After nearly two days of a sit- 
down strike at the Katz drug store 
fountain, in w h i c h waitresses 
stood idly by with their arms 
crossed, the store reversed itself 
and served the Negroes. 
While a group of curious watch­ 
ed. the Negroes sipped sodas, 
scooped at sundaes and ate their 
dinners. The stores manager, 
J. B. Masoner. had no comment 
on the reversal of store policy and 
would not say if it would be per­ 
manent. 


The Negroes’ sitdown strike be­ 
gan Wednesday when members of 
the Oklahoma C:ty Youth Coun­ 
cil of the National Associaiton for 
the Advancement of Colored Peo­ 
ple went to the Katz store and oc­ 
cupied about half of the counter 
seats. 
Thursday morning the youths 
gathered again and 
gradually 
gained counter seats, until they 
occupied all the store s fountain 
stools. 
When the waitresses b e g a n 
serving them late Thursday, the 
Negroes gave their orders, ate or 
drank, then left. There was no 
violence, no exchange of heated 
words.

Speed Action on 


Final Barrier* 
WASHINGTON - ÍUPD — The 
Eighty-fifth Congress today was 
set to chop down some of the 
few remaining barriers to final 
adjournement. now expected no 
later than Saturday night. 
The Senate prepared to meet 
early and work through what 
Democratic 
leader Lyndon B 
Johnson, Tex . warned might be 
a long sesión. The House, run­ 
ning ahead of the Senate in its 
handling of m ajor bills, was sche­ 
duled to act on a series of minor 
measures. 
Today's first order of business 
in the Senate was a bill to extend 
the government's authority to re­ 
negotiate contracts to recapture 
"excess profits.” 
THURSDAY NIGHT th* Senate 
took a long stride toward adjourn­ 
ment by scuttling legislation that 
would have nullified some recent 
Supreme Court decisions, especial­ 
ly .n the area of subversion. By 
a narrow 41-40 margin, it sent the 
hills back to the Senate Judiciary 
Committee, in effect killing for 
this session all pending legislation 
to offset court rulings. 
Specifically, the close vote was 
a rejection of a bill by Sen. Styles 
Bridges (R-N.H.L and an amend­ 
ment by Sen. John L. McClellan 
(D-Ark.L 
The bill would have reinstated 
state anti-subversive laws, nulli­ 
fied by the Supreme Court in its 
1956 Steve Nelson decision. The 
amendment would have stipulated 
that federal laws would cancel out 
state statutes in the sam e field 
only if Congress specifically said 
so. or there was a clear conflict 
between the two. 
THE HOUSE meantime, com­ 
pleted congressional action on a 
bill to grant a $25.000 annual pen­ 
sion to form er Presidents Harry 
Truman and Herbert Hoover and 
all future ex-presidents. As sent to 
the White House by voice vote, 
the measure also would provide 
some "fringe” benefits for the 
one-time chief executive as well as 
$ 10.000-a-year pensions for their 
widows.

Hansen said he called off the 
plans because the Danish Atomic 
Energy Commission had warned 
against the potential risk if an 
accident happened. 
"Even though an accident of 
any kind is not likely to happen. 
I found it best to follow t h e 
advice of the atomic scientists,” 
Hansen said. 
The Skate has visited Europe 
previously and in recent days its 
exploits under the Arctic ice cap 
have been bannered and hailed in 
the Danish newspapers.

Today is August the 22nd. this 
leaves the ardent am ateur gar­ 
dener with approximately four 
more weeks of plant - scorching 
sunshine and heavy water bills, 
then, if Old Sol follows the pat­ 
tern of past >ears. thermometer 
readings will gradually lift a load 
from our troubles and gardening 
will become less and less disap­ 
pointing. That lethargic feeling 
will disappear, tona upon tons of 
grass seed, peat moss, humus, 
steer manure, chemical fertili­ 
zers and other plant growing ma­ 
terials will have been hauled into 
our city nurseries and the plant­ 
ing season will be on the way. 
In past editions of the Daily 
Desert Sun we have given the 
amateur gardener some advice 
on preparing the soil which he 
hopes to . turn into a luscious 
green lawn; removing building 
debris, killing all weeds that 
might — if not destroyed — ruin 
his handiwork, feeding the soil 
with peat moss and humus, lev­ 
elling the surface and watering 
copiously for a week or so before 
planting the seed. Our City Fath­ 
ers are opposed to the use of 
manure as a cover after the 
seeds are scattered, they a l s o 
prohibit the stowing of steer m a­ 
nure or horse manure in the 
open To the average homeowner 
this might sound rather arbitrary 
but a close study of their reason 
for this action will convince us 
all that they have our well being 
in mind. Piles of manure are 
feeding and propagating beds for 
flies, anyone who has been around 
stables will appreciate this. The 
City Fathers want to keep the fly 
population down to a minimum 
and we should appreciate and 
abide by their regulations 
While on this subject we should 
advise covering the seeds after 
they are scattered with dampen­ 
ed peat moss. When the grass 
has grown high enough to war­ 
rant use of a mower a l i g h t 
spreading of any of the commer­ 
cial chemical fertilizers concoc­ 


ted especially for lawns i? ad vis 
able This should be repeated | 
every month and immediate a.i 1 
tering is imperative. 
While on the subject of lawns 
we should advise the amateur 
gardener that the experts claim 
that liquid fertilizers, prepared 
especially for the growth of di- 
chondra, is best for this type of 
lawn, and we agree with them 
There are many other types of 
ground covering, lippia. zysia— 
a new product, ice plant — for 
sandy slopes, creeping thyme.otc 
However, we advise the amateur 
gardener to cling to the old stand­ 
bys until he has made a d e e p 
study of other ground coverings 
There are m any lawns in and 
around our city that have a com 
binalion of bermuda and rye; the 
idea of this combination of plant 
ing is that bermuda becomes 
brown in the winter months and 
the winter planting of rye seed 
remains green 
Those we see 
around are professional jobs and 
we would advise the am ateur gar­ 
dener to leave well enough alone 
until he has studied the system. 
We have read of a new bermuda 
seed that has the reputation of 
differing from the bermuda we 
know and has not the choking out 
effects of the old bermuda.
